SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18: years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. ‘The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on @ 
far of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister.

If there were 
any virtue in this cry of free access 
to a market of ninety millions of peo-| I 
ple, or if the United States had even 
begun to have reached its limit of 
production, surely these farmers 
would at least have begun to feel 
the benefit of it.

The United States census reports of} 
the 20-year period from 1880 to 1900 
show that in that time no fewer than 
15,344 farms in New England went 
out of existence, that there were 
17,000 less farmers in these States 
at the end of the period than at the 
beginning, and that some 5,000,000 
acres of land that were in cultivation 
in 1880 went out of tillage and culti- 
vation. 

And thanks to the trusts the pro- 
fits of the farmers in the great mar- 
kets now to be placed open to the 
people of Canada are so small that 
the decline of farming in New Eng- 
land is still progressing despite free 
access to the market of ninety mil- 
lions of people. Last year—the year 
of their census—there were in New 
England 187,418 farms, which is 2.3 
less per cent. than the number at 
the census of 1900. The total acre- 
age of these farms in 1910 was 19,- 
674,000 acres, and in the acreage

a series of articles for the Montreal 
Star on “Deserted Farms in the 
United. States,” says in referring to 
Reciprocity :— 

Do the Canadian farmers imagine 
that they can invade the markets of 
the United States and succeed where 
so many American farmers fail? If 
so, let them make a survey of farm- 
ing conditions east of the Mississippi 
in the United States. If there were 
any virtue in this cry of free access 
to a market of ninety millions of peo- 
ple, or if the United States had even 
begun to have reached its limit of 
production, surely these farmers 
would at least have begun to feel 
the benefit of it. Exactly the reverse 
is the case. 

The United States census reports of} 
the 20-year period from 1880 to 1900 
show that in that time no fewer than 
15,344 farms in New England went 
out of existence, that there were 
17,000 less farmers in these States 
at the end of the period than at the 
beginning, and that some 5,000,000 
acres of land that were in cultivation 
in 1880 went out of tillage and culti- 
vation. 

And thanks to the trusts the pro- 
fits of the farmers in the great mar- 
kets now to be placed open to the 
people of Canada are so small that 
the decline of farming in New Eng- 
land is still progressing despite free 
access to the market of ninety mil- 
lions of people. Last year—the year 
of their census—there were in New 
England 187,418 farms, which is 2.3 
less per cent. than the number at 


the census of 1900. The total acre- 
age of these farms in 1910 was 19,- 
674,000 acres, and in the acreage 
there! had been in the last ten years 
a decrease of 4.3 per cent. Of this 
total acreage not quite one-half, or 
to be exact, 7,242,000 acres, was im- 
proved land. 

Here are some of the prices of| 
farms actually on offer at this mo- 
ment in the New England. States: 
In the town (or, a& we call it, the 
township) of Bethel, Windsor Coun- 


ty, Vermont, a farm of 45 acres,

acres, $1,000; 100 acres, $800; at

What, then, is the matter? The 
trouble is that this market into 
which the Canadian farmer is to be 
invited to try his luck, is in no need 
of Canadian produce.

You find the cold stor- 
age plants of the Chicago packing 
houses and of the fruit and dairy 
trusts taking the toll that the farm- 
ers ought to get from the breakfast 
and dinner tables of the great army 
of consumers.

Struck a Submerged Iceberg and went down, Carryinz 
Hundreds of Victims to a Watery Grave

The loss of the Titanic, costliest, 
most powerful, greatest of all ocean 
fleet, while speeding westward on her 
maiden voyage takes rank in 
‘time history as the most terrible of 
all recorded disasters of the sea. 


When the Titanic struck the moun- 
tain of ice that sent ner to the botton 
within four hours after the impact, 
she was steaming at the rate of 18 
knots an hour. The shock also de 
molished the proud vessel which her 
builders and. her captain had be- 
lieved nothing’ could master, Hit- 
ting the impenetrable ice mass fairly 
with. her towering boom, the ship 
hood almost rent asunder at the first 

iow. 


% Her decks were ripped and torn, 
her sides and -bulkheads were split 
and shattered -as with the bammer of 
some Titan, from the bow to a point 
almost amidships. Her upper works 
and some of her boats were splinter- 
ed, while a shower of debris from her 
spars fell upon the decks like giant 
‘hail, Though the ship had struck 
the monster - obstruction head-on, as 
her bow rose clear of the water, 
smashed to ah unrecognizable mass 
of bent and shivered steel, the vessel 
listed heavily to port and threatenei 
to turn turtle before the recoil 
brought what was left of her proud 
form back to an even keel. Tie 
Titanic had forced her giant bulk 
away up on a submerged spur of the 
iceberg, a phenomenon which is not 
infrequent in most disastrous col- 
lisions with these giant-like sentinels 
of the banks. In mounting upon the 
jagged ice spur, and in sliding back 
from her position, the ship had torn 
out many of her bottom nle*e- from 
the midships section, forward to bow. 
As a result her compartments, from 
amidships forward, were speedily 
flooded. She took in water-at a rate 
that vefied the effor's of her pumps 
“and soon began to settle by the head, 
listing heavily to port and rolling in 
the trough of the sea. As she be- 
came gradually disengaged many 
tons of ice which had fallen upon her 
upper deck contributed to the de- 
molition and intricate confusion.

plunged into a Stygian darkness, ex- 
cept for such feeble gleams as were 
afforded by the use of torches and 
lanterns.

Distinguished Naturalist Tells of 
Observations in Saskatchewan. 
London.—‘“‘Animals and Human 
Parallels” formed the subject of an 
address given at ine Times Book 
Club Saloon, by Thompson-Seton. 
Th2re was a large attendance. 

Mr. Seton said that when Darwin 
first made good the theory that we 
and the animals were akin, it gave 
a wonderful impetus to all such stu- 
dies, and they found that by study- 
ing animals they could learn mach 
concerning themselves. In _ their 
studies they should always set out 
with a theory, and they would get fe- 
sults which they had not iooked fore 
Having pvuinted out that the polygum- 
ous and polyandrous auimals hac no 
chance with the monogamous, Mr. Se- 
ton gave an account of the manner 
in which wolves when they were in 
no need ef food, and in no danger 
fromy stronger enemies, took part in 
the form of social amusement. Foxes 

. had a similar practice, and gamekeep- 
ers could, if they chose, tell them of 
occasions on which these animals 
played the game of “King of the cas- 
tle,” in Saskatchewan. The prairie 
grouse had a spring-time dance, 15 
or 20 of them joining in round after 
round, and making all the noise they 
could, He had had pointed out to him 
the places where these dances took 
place, and on one occasion he had 
watched until the growing daylight 
revealed him and drove the birds 
away. All these things had a mean- 
ing, and when they got enough of 
these evidences to put together, he 
was quite sure they would spel] some 
thing interesting, and open out the 
roots of something .which could be 
developed later on.

“They've got the war paint on, and 
the whole tribe ts wild. There must 
be between two and three thousand 
tepees, which would give them from 
$00 to 800 warriors.” 

The major turned and rode back to 
ramp, motioning the sergeant to ride 
beside him and continue his report of 
the information he had gained. The 
prospect was not pleasant. There were 
not a hundred men for duty in the 
fort, which was an old fashioned af- 
fair, and the ammunition was low. 
The Indians would undoubtedly attack 
and if they kept up the siege long 
enough would certainly capture the 
fort. The logical end of this was a 
massacre of the whole garrison, in- 
cluding women and children. 

Upon entering the inclosure the 

major dismounted, took the Indian 
child in his arms, lifted her from the 
horse and, taking her to his quarters, 
turned her over to his wife. Then he 
burried away to prepare for a death 
struggle. 
_The little redskin stood stolidly 
where she was placed in the middle of 
the floor, her straight hair falling in 
any and every direction, her beady 
black eyes darting hither and thither. 
The white children clustered around 
her, gaping at her as an object of 
‘wonder. Being perfectly quiet, she 
needed no attention till the shades of 
night cast a gloom about her, when 
her child’s Indian stoicism broke dowrm 
and she began to cry. 

Mrs. Hopkins endeavored to quiet 
her without effect. Little Maud Hop- 
kins possessed. a very beautiful doll 
with waxen head and shoulders and 
light, fluffy hair. Taking up this doll, 
her mother placed it in the arms of 
the tiny captive. 

“There,” she said. “If you'll cease 
crying you may have it to keep.” 

Whether or not the child understood 
the words, she certainly understood 
the act. She hugged the doll against 
her breast, ceased weeping and soon 
fell asleep. 

The next morning Major Hopkins 
ordered the sergeant who had captured 
the child, with a dozen cavalrymen, to 
take her back to the Indians.

AN AMPHIBIOUS AUTO. 


Machine That Travele With Facility 
on Water and Land. | 
An amphibious automobile, designed | 
by Rear Admiral J. A. Howell, U. 8. | 
N., retired, has been given a number | 
of testa recently, The vehicle has 
been devised as a pleasure machine, 
and it is the idea of its originator to 
use it at beaches along the coast where

Admiral Howell has built several of | 
the cars during the past two years, to | 
which he has given the general = 
of “pleasure surfboats.” 
The latest model of the machine, | 
which is called Amphi IT., has just 
been finished.

it can be used in a heavy surf with- 
out danger or discomfort to its pas- 
sengers, of which it can carry six. It 
is twenty feet long, six feet beam and 
has a tailpiece ten feet long. The 
road wheels are four feet in diameter 
and eight inches wide. The wheels, 
of which there are three, are cased 
with iron and have recesses for pad- 
dies, There is one screw propeller 
having three 18 by 22 inch blades on | 
the port side. The engine used is a 
single cylinder, ten horsepower, two 
cycle gasoline motor, which gives the 
car a speed of twelve miles per hour 
on land and four miles per hour in 
water. There is planetary transmis- 
sion between the engine and propel- 
ling méchanism on land and water. 
There are two water tight bulkheads, 
one forward and one aft. The after 
compartment holds the water and gas- 
oline tanks, each of which has a ca- 
pacity of twenty gallons. The tail- 
piece is pivoted to the hull, and an 
iron tiller, operated by wheel and 
chain in the cockpit, steers both on 
sea and land.—Popular Mechanics. 


CRACKED WATER JACKET. 


Method of Repair That Is Durable and | 
Easily Applied. 

Through neglect and carelessness | 
many a gas engine water jacket is 
burst by being left with water in it 
on a very cold night. A crack of this 
sork gives a great deal of trouble and 
many times results in a loss of time 
in replacing with a new jacket or send- 
ing it to some factory to have it 
brazed. 

If the crack is in such a place that 
no strain comes on it except the water, 
it may be repaired in the following 
manner and will hold water as well as 
a new jacket would: 

Mix litharge with glycerin to a stiff 


a putty knife or some similar instru- 
ment. After fillmg the crack let it 
stand overnight, if possible, and on 
starting in the morning run the engine 
until it gets well warmed up before 
turning the water into the jacket. If 
this mixture is properly applied the 
job will be likely to last as long as 
the engine. One advantage it has over 
brazing is that it will give way again 
before breaking the cylinder if the 
carelessness is repeated, and in this 
case the mixture can be applied again 
in a short time and no serious delay 
will result. It is also valuable where 
the crank case has been patched and 
leaks oil. This paste can be used in 
putting together the case in place of 
the regular packing. When the case is 
taken apart the paste wil) cling to the 
metal and can be ceplaced as the reg- 
ular packing.

THE HORSE’S STUPIDITY. 


Devoid of Mind, but Will De Exactly 
as He le Told. 

The horse, as the most stupid of all 
the dumb creatures man bas made his 
friend, bas been painstakingly studied 
by BE. T. Brewster, says the Chicago 
Tribune. He is so stupid he can be 
taught anything—that is, any habit— | 
and, having no mind of his own, can 
be relied on to do exactly as he is told. 
All the authentic tricks, whatever the 
details, are worked in this way: 

The horse is taught by endless repe- 
titions some mechanical habit. A giv- 
en signal, and-he begins to paw the 
floor. Another signal, and he stops. 
Press the proper button, and he takes 
a sponge and rubs it over a certain 
spot on a blackboard or picks up a 
ecard lying in a certain position. The} 
meaning of the act exists for the spec- 
tator only. The pawings count the an- 
swer to a problem in addition. The 
card bears the reply to a question. 
But the horse does not know it, 

He merely follows a blind habit, just 
as he will stop when you say “Whoa!” 
though you interpolate the word into 
your recitation of the Declaration of 
Independence. The reason the horse 
is so available for this particular de- 
ception and so generally useful to man- 
kind is that he possesses just the right 
degree of stupidity. If he were stu- 
pider he would not be plastic enough 
to acquire convenient habits. If he} 
were cleverer he would acquire too 


many habits for himself and lead too | 


much his own life, like that particular- 
ly clever animal the cat. 

The 2,000 tests to which James P. 
Porter of Indiana university subjected 


two English sparrows serves as the | 


type of all experiments with animals’ 
counting. They proved beyond ques- 
tion that the sparrows could not count, 
After a bird had been given its food 
100 times in succession from dish No, 
6, in the next twenty trials it went 
only nine times to the proper place. 
Moreover, after the bird became pretty 
certain of the situation of the desired 
dish when he came to it on the wing, 
walking up to it threw him all off 
again, while if be started his flight 
from a point to one side of his usual 
perch he was likely to hit correspond- 
ingly to one side of his objective point. 

The sparrows guessed numbers bet- 
ter than most creatures that have been 
tested. They could not count certainly 
even two. Neither instinct nor reason 
is the key to the anima! mind, but 
habit. The animal forms habits pre- 
cisely as we do and, like ourselves, 
stores up as habits many common ex- 
periences of life. The difference is

How Moisture Affects Timber.

| MATERIALS ARE INEXPENSIVE. 


The Twisting of the Crape Paper Rope 
le Lote of Fun if Done by Two Per- 
sone—Shellac Gives Finishing Touch 
to Basket. 


The making of baskets, lamps and 
other ornamental and useful articles 
from crape paper is a new use to 
which the material is now applied. 
The materials needed for the practice 
of this art are crape paper, cardboard, 
wire, glue and a few more equally in- 
expensive articles; the products are 
baskets—baskets which in solidity and 
durability are practically equal to wil- 
low or wooden ones, while in adapta- 
bility to different purposes of use o1
